When a person is tired 
out or exhausted by too much physical labor 
of any kind, we do not say, “You have 
worked your muscles too ‘exclusively ; you

briom you must immediately take up some 
mental work. Rest yourself trom a hard 
day's labor at hay-making, or washing, by 
an hour's work at mathematics.” The very 
tired man or woman does not care even to 
read, but inclines to seck entire rest, perfect 
laziness or ‘‘ balmy sleep,” until the strength 
recuperates, It is quite as unreasonable to 
u'ge physical exercise upon a person whose 
brain is really tired with labor Let a little 
rest intervene.

Keep Out the Cold Air.

These worth- 
ies are always right (in their own minds) 
the prisoner always wrong (on a like 
rng te bg Lawlor was condemned to 
the dark cell for 72 hours, receiving 
two ounces of bread each day to eup- 
rt his life. At the end of that time 
o was brought to the light, fed, and 
ordered back to the dungeon for another 
72 hours. Of this place of devilish 
torment, devised by devilish ingenuity, 
says the Hamilton Spectator: “ Strong 
men, hardened in sin, who have borne 
with a smile the cat, the pump, the 
treadmill, the thumbscrew, and all the 
physical tortures which were once per- 
mitted in England, have invariably 
broken down in the dark cell. A tithe 
of its horrors cannot be appreciated, 
but by the unfortunate who has under- 
gone the punishment. Was it any 
wonder, then, that young Lawlor, a 
mere youth, imprisoned for the very 
ordinary crime of larceny, when he 
learned that he was again doomed to 
the dark cell, rushed to the knife and 
eut off two of his fingers? He knew 
that his punishment must come, with 
additional punishment for mutilating 
the hands, the work of which was the 
property of the Crovernment ; and only 
to obtain a brief respite, hart pro- 
crastination of the dark cell, he Wi 
erately maimed himself for life! The 
treadmill, the pump, the thumbscrew, 
the rack—all these have been abolished, 
but the most frightful of all remains ; 
and a prisoner who gains the ill-will 


of a prison official is liable, at any timo, 


to be subjected to an ordeal which all 
do not pass through without disthrone- 
ment of reason. There must be some 
other means for enforcing prison dis- 
dipline. Let something else be tried; 
but in the name of humanity let the 
dark cell be abolished. The Ontario 
Government owes it to themselves and 
the people to put out of the hands of 
even ordinarily just and humane men, 
such a relic of barbarism as the dark cell 
of the Central Prison.

The Singhalese. 
number ef children playing in 
the streets were boys. Girls are carly ac- 
oust ome d to remain inside the house and em- 
ploy themselves in the houschold work. Be-

often married at 10 or 12 years old, and ol 
bere at og or 30, rg ag of 25 to 
30 are very frequent. a si gnibeant 
fact is the permanent disproportion of male 
| and female births among the Singhalese, 
| The average is 10 boys to 8.9 girk. This 
| tact is connected, to some extent ut least, 
| with the curious institution of 1 
| In epite of the efforts made by the English 
Gover. ment to supp.cas this custom, it 
maintains ita ground, especially in the more 
remot: districts of the isiand. It is not un- 
usual to find two or three brothers with one 
wife in common, and ladies may be found 
the happy possessors of 10 or 12 husbands, 
| These complicated family arrangements 
form the theme of many extraordinary stor- 
ies; but it is very ditficalt to distinguish 
fact from fable on the subj.ct, The Sin- 
ghalese have a passion for music and dancing, 
and practice both arta according to a stand- 
ard of taste very different from our own. 
Their principal instruments ue the drum 
and the tom-tom, vigorously belabored with 
wooden drumsticks; vesides these, they have 
reed-pipes, and a very primitive strioged in- 
strument of one string. My evening calm 
‘was often broken in by the din of these ear- 
splitting instrumente, and if 1 followed the 
sound to its source 1 was sure to find, in 
fiont of a fire under a palm-tree, a groug of 
10 ora dozen naked brown fellows, gayly 
painted with white, yellow or red stripes, 
and indulging in the most e 
antics. A circle of spectactora stood round 
and followed the grotesque performance with 
devout attention.—Prof. Haeckel, iu Na-

The Crops and the Nile Level. 

The crop depends so much on the Nile that 
one foot difference in flood-levelis worth £2,- 
000,000. The rise b in Jane, reaching 
its highest in September, and then 
to decline. From the records of a bh 
yeors we find the nm of floods was 
as follows: Forty-five good, from 24 to 27 
feet; 15 excessive, over 27 feet; 40 feeble, 
from 10 to 20 feet. The variation of flood- 
level may, therefore, cause a serious distur- 
bance in the Budget, as in years of drought 
the peasants will be unabe to pay all the 
present land tax, although it is admitted to

If the Arabs could be got to ab u- 
don their prejudice against windmills, great 
good would accrue from 10,000 or 20,000 
mills, such as the Americans use for water- 
ing gardens.

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By-law No. 30, brate Village of Ma- 
doc, to raise by way Of tenn the sum 
of Thirteen Hundred Dollars, for 
the purpose of purchasing a Fire 
Engine, Hose, and necessary fixtures : 


Wuereas the Municipal Council of the 
said Village of Madoc have taken into con. 
sideration the necessity of a Fire Engine, and 
an estimate of the sum they think required 
to pay for che same. 


And whereas it will require the sum of 
Seventy-eight Dollars to be raised annually 
for the payuient of interest during the car- 
rency of the Debentures and the suin of One 
Hundred and Ten Dollars to be raised annd- 
ally for the payment of the debt created by 
this By law, making in all the sum of One 
Handred and Eighty-eight Dollars. 

And whereas the amount of the whole re- 
batable property of the said Village of Madue 
according to the last revised Assessment Roll, 
is the sum of One Howlred avd Eighty-two 
Thousand Nine Hundred and Eighty-two 
Dollars, 

Aud whereas the whole amount of the ex- 
isting debt of the Corporation of the Village 
of Madew is the sam of Thirteen Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars, and none of the prin- 
cipal and none of the interest is in arrears, 
the Municipal Council of the Village of Ma- 
doc enacts as follows 
1. That it shall and may be lawful for the 
Reeve of the said Village, and he is requested 
to cause to be made one or more debentures 
of the said Village to the amount of the said 
sum of thirteen hundred dollars in all, in sums 
of not less than one hundred dollars each, 
which debentures shall be sealed. with the 
seal of the said Corporation, and signed by 
the said Reeve and countersigned by the 
Treasurer thereof, aud the proceeds of such 
debentures shall be paid over to the Treasurer 
of the said Corporation of the Village of 
Madoc, for purposes heretofore mentioned. 

The said debentures shall be made payable 
at the office of the Merchants Bank of — 
Belleville, on the first day of December, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninty-two. 


The said debentures shall bear interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per anuum, from the 
date thereof, which interest shall be payable 
yearly on the first day of December each year 
at the said office of the said Bank, and the 
debentures shall have attached to them 
coupous for the payment of said interest. 

The sum of seventy-eight dollars shall be 
raised annually for the payment of interest 
during the evrrency of the said debentures 
and the sum of one hundred and ten dollars 
hall be raised annually for the payment of 
the debt created by such debentores, making 
together the sum of one hundred and eighty- 
eight dollars, and the same shall be rained 
and levied in each year by a special rate of 
one mill on the § on all the ratable property 
in the aid Municipa lCorperstion.
